Parachute Fails to Work on Closing 
Day of Lake County Fair 



Amid cries of women and groans of fear 
wrung from Ilia lip* of awn, Mndnm La 
Verne, an anrinlist. Toll fifty feet from n 
bnloon parocbuto that failed to work on 
the Lake County fair jrrnunds at Liberty 
vtlle on Friday the last day of the fair, 
and li suffering from a broken rink 1 and 
internal injuries nre probable. 

The victim of ono necident and recalling 
tho death of her sister In n balodn drop, 
Mndam LaVerno «iu nervous when tho 
great bar pas in Rated for the second 
nment and insisted on special pnincs being 
taken to fusion her, finally going into the 
nir unwillingly to gratify tho dsinnndi of 
Iter mnnnger, whose contract called fur n 
balloon nuccnaion and parachute drop. 

Tho nscenrion of Madame L;i Verno, 
who in private life is Miss Mary Schwartel, 
which hud so disastrous nn outcome, was 
«t tho instance of Manager H. V. Keycs. 
She Is only 17 years old. In her firet trial 
Miss Schwartel fell ten fret nnd Joo Kulas, 
on 18-year-old Liberty? illo hoy, became 
entnngled in tho ropes und wns carried up 
twenty feet. lie. escaped without serious 
injury. 

Tho balloon was .released a second too 
soon in this first flight. Mists Scliwnrtel's 
foot caught in the ropes nnd she was swept 
above the heads of the crowd Unit had 
pressed close about tho balloon. Kulns 
leaped to wive her. but he, too, beenme cn- 
tangfed In tho ropes. Tho two fell together. 
The boy was uninjured and arose nt once, 
but Miss Sehwnrlcl lay for some minutes 
before sheTunuld regain her feet. She 
looked about as if dazed.

Tho girl did not reply, but stood looking 
on m the balloon was recaptured rind 'prep- 
nnitiohs made for tho second trhil.

'rind tho balloon and tho girl mounted 
rapidly into the air. When she was 200 
feet high Keye> fired n pistol, the signal 
for her to drop a bundle of circulars. Then 
lie called on her to "pull thojine," and 
another of the crow shouted '.'cut loose."

.making plantB In the United States. 
■In i860 there were 35. In 1S9Q there 
were 200. In 1300 thoro were 800. 
There are now considerably more 
than 1,000, 

Tho capital Invested In them Is 
more than. $50,000,000, and the amount 
of Ice.-they turn out In a year Is In 
excess of 5,000,000 tons, ot which 
1,500,000 tons Is manufactured in the 
southern ataics. . . 

The original artificial Ice plant .es- 
tablished In the United States was , In 
New Orleans In JSGG, and the Inten- 
tion of Its projectors waa declared to 
be to supply artificial ice In tho terri- 
tory south of the Ice line, which Is 
south ot the North Atlantic, Now Eng- 
land, mlddlo and northwestern Btates. 
By degrees Ice plants have been estab- 
lished in tho territory supplied with, 
natural Ice, breweries, hotels, restaur- 
ants, packing houses and hospitals 
having refrigerating plants.

Cblngteehen Has Made Nothing 
Pottery for 900 Years, - 

For ot least 900 years the town of 
Chlngtcchen has been devoted to tbe 
maklngof pottery. ' Waller 'Cleanell, a 
British consul, describes the place. He 
jays that everything In Chlngtcchen 
belongs to the porcelain nnd earthen- 
ware Industry. 

Tbe houses are for the most part 
built of , fragments of Are clay that 
were at one time part either of old 
kilns or., of the fire clay covers in 
which tho porcelain is stacked during 
firing. 

Tho river bank Is for miles covered 
with a deep stratum of bruken china- 
wnre and chips' of fire clay, and the 
greater part of the town and several 
square miles of the surrounding coun- 
try nre built over or composed of a 
similar deposit 

Chlngtecben Is unllko anything else 
In China. Thero are 104 large 'pot- 
tery^kilns Jn town. - Tho greater part 
are in use only for a short season In 
the summer. 

During this busy season' the. popu- 
lation of CMngtechen rises to about 
100,000 souls, but or this total nearly 
naif are laborers drawn from a 'wide 
area of country, who comb for the 
aeason, live in rows of barrack-Hi 
sheds, and do not bring 'their family 
with them. 

"Visitors to Chlngtechen pass Wong 
street after stree,t # /wh.§re every/shop 
va occupied .W" i&cn, worae'n- aud chil- 
dren all engaged in tho designing, 
molding, painting or distributing ol 
pottery. 

Potters' sheds, where the clay Is 
mixed and molded on the wheel, are 
Innumerable. The river bank Is 
crowded for three miles by junks 
either loading material and 'fuel, or 
ihlpplng the finished product

Pullets for early laying 
should, if possible, be brought up with- 
in sight of their future laying run or 
pen. On the contrary, If It la wished 
to delay the Inylug of a pullet, nnd to 
encourage growth for prize purposes, 
her home must be changed often. A 
sitting or broody ben may be Interfered 
wltb by removing her to a new scene 
and fresh companions— a more reason- 
able and humane way of checking her 
maternal Instincts than that of half 
drowning her, shutting her up In dark- 
ness or resorting to other cruel meth- 
ods. 

Paints ou Raisins; Geese. 

Have one gander to four geese, no 
more. Give them a good run. Do not 
try to change their nests, but let tbem 
set where they lay. Take first eggs 
nnd Bet under bens, as a gooso will 
sometimes lay thirty to forty eggs in 
the season. Goslings should not be al- 
lowed to run In water or tall, wet 
grass, but should have a . good grass 
run, grass that Is short nnd green. 
Feed dried bread moistened with milk, 
cooked dry potatoes or cooked corn- 
meal. Do not feed them too much at 
first, nnd mix some grit and sand wltb 
their feeds,

If farmers will giro him prop- 
er protection by constructing boxei 
with entrances so small that no bird 
but n wren can enter, the sparrow will 
lie unable to drive It away. As ths 
wren Is on active and busy creature, It 
destroys n largo number of Insects In 
u very short time, nnd, ns It Increases 
rapidly under favorable circumstances, 
quite a large number of them mny be 
secured nnd Induced to remain In the 
orchard, if proper facilities arc af- 
forded for their protection nnd accom- 
moda talon.

As a result of the spray- 
ing carried on by forty-one farmers on 
a total of 803 acres, the average gain 
flue to spraying was fifty-eight bushels 
per acre, at a cost of nbout ?5 per sere, 
giving a net prollt of about $22 per nerc. 
nfter paying the expense of spraying. 
As a result of this good work It Is as- 
serted that the practice of spraying Is 
on the Increase In Now \*ork. .

Prof. L. IT. Bailey, director of the Cor* 
nel) university college of agriculture, in

Xpw towns are being born In tho 
Nor tli west at the rate of one every third 
day, writes a correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Dally News. During. the past twelve 
months n total of l'Kl new dots have ap- 
peared on the map, most nf them in the 
Dakota-. According to figure* obtained 
Ii'oiu railroad ofiidtds, twenty-seven have 
been Inillt along extensions of the Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul ruilmud, thirty-three 
along the (Ircnt Northern, seven on the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, forty-nine on 
the Soo lines, twelve on the Northwestern, 
four on the Ihirlingtou, ten on the Du- 
httli, ltn I n y Luke and Winnipeg and Five 
on the Minnesota and Imcrnntional. Ail 
these ronds have under construction or in 
contemplation extensions that will add a 
hundred more towns fie fore the close of 
ItlOT. 

Ordinarily It Is (he railroad official who 
puts his linger on the spot on tlm map 
where the new town Is to be. Hut the 
railroad ofiicial is not the first to go Into 
the ii.'W country. Into the inland, pro- 
ceeds a Jtever-dlinlnlshltig advance guard 
of men who would specnlute on the town 
sites. These real pioneers select what 
they think will be a town site nnd then 
n wait the railroad. 

Move When It Doemi't Come. 

And when the railroad's surveyors come 
along nnd fix the town a few miles away, 
as Is often done, occurs the most remark- 
able spectacle %f nil this busy business of 
making a new .country, In years gone 
by tlie town off the line would have tried 
to bribe the rnilroad to come its way, or, 
falling, to build a spur, lint that fashion 
has gone out of style. 

Nowadays the town off the line very 
calmly puts business nud residence houses 
on wheels or skids, hooks Uiem to forty- 
horse teams or big threshing engines and 
begin n procession across the ltrnlrie to 
where the railroad town site has been 
marked out. At such times the newcomer 
must not be surprised to see a^ompletely 
equipped bank goltlg along the great 
king's highway of unbounded rolling land 
in tow of a thresher, tis employes trans- 
acting business as they go. 

Nor must the visitor be surprised If, 
passing nlong the tiiisi-nmcd prnirle he 
should suddenly come across n group of 
bigns in the middle of n wheat field an- 
nouncing "John Smith will open a gen- 
eral store ou this lot," or "This is where 
the Fanners" bank will soon be doing 
business," These legends mean that this 
is the spot where the town trailing across 
the prnirle will stop. For the town sites 
are always laid out weeks in advance of 
the coming of the railroad. Towns were, 
moved in this wny In the case of Platte, 
S, D., which was snaked thirty miles 
across country, and, only a few -weeks 
ago, by Dallas, which moved all Its be- 
longings over to Gregory, on the railroad 
line, In the tionestoel reservation, 

Itnllronila Are Arltl(rar)-. 

The railroads are decidedly arbitrary 
about where they put the new towns. 
Their town site department handles the 
sale ot lots and owning of business, but 
the sites arc fixed largely by the survey- 
ors. Usually tho towns average ten miles 
apart. Level places nro preferred for 
them, ns then the trains will not be In 
danger of "s till Hug" on a grade, The 
town site determined upon, the lots are 
laid out. The plnza usually marked out, 
for the modern town of the West is sight- 
ly. Ordinarily the town is on the north 
side of the railroad, to net as a snow 
break In winter. When the proper time 
arrives the lota nre advertised for sale at 
an auction. 

On days of town site snles the scene 
takes on the appearance of a Fourth or 
July celebration. People come for many 
miles. There are picnic parties on the 
grass, ball games in the wheat stubble 
or on the virgin prnlrie, foot races and 
ether "vents" characteristic of a gnhi day, 

AH over a certain price paid for the 
lots Is donated to the public Improve- 
ment fund. Lots uboiit the plaza usually 
sell for $r*00, the price running down to 
SSO nt n distance from the tenter of the 
town. Lots are deeded to future boards 
of trustees for the building of public 
m-IiooU and to the extension department* 
of church organizations, regardless of 
creed. Lots often nre donated to cream- 
eiles, flour mills nnd minor iustltutions, 
to induce them to locate nnd lndp 'the 
town. For the rnilroad companies are 
usually ns much hit crested lu seeing these 
town* prosperous ns are the w*t tiers. 

Many of the investors in these towns 
are salaried men from cities, who prefer 
to tnke their chances of growing rich with 
the new country. These men pay small 
balances down nnd the remainder Is cov- 
ered by mortgages. The prosperity of 
these new towns is Indicated by the fact 
that one railroad that sold 1,000 lots, 
handling $500,000 In twenty-seven new 
towns in the last year, had, only two de- 
faults of contract. Out of these same 
twenty-seven towns, twenty reached the 
K00 mark within the year and most of 
them within three months.

This was found In good condition nud 
work wns In progress upon a new admin- 
istration building. At Nagasaki and 
Shanghai the sanitary conditions of the 
hospitals where the sick sailors nre taken 
were foil ml lu a fair condition, but not as 
satisfactory as the hospital nt Yokohama. 

Surgeon General Itlxey passed some 
time in the Philippines nud not only visit- 
ed the hospitals of the navy, but -went 
through the hospitals In Manila, nnd es- 
pecially studied the sanitary conditions of 
that city. The navnl hospital nt Cana- 
cao, near Cavlte, Is dec! n red to be In good 
condition, especially from a sanitary 
point of view. At Olongojio, which Is the 
proposed nnvnl station for the Philip- 
pines, but which Is stilt In a state ot In- 
completeness, the sick quart era >wcre 
found unsatisfactory. 

At Paris and Loudon the general vis- 
ited the hospitals.

AVALANCHE OF MUD. 



naiilnn Town Ovt«rw helmed !>y * 
Moimtnln l,nnilnlldp. 

An avalanche of mud and slime over- 
whelmed the township of Kwnrell, n few 
miles from Tillh. Practically without 
naming the side of n mount aln rising 
over the district broke nwny and people 
and cattle were buried. 

At least 2"i persons have l>een buried 
iilive. The streets nre flooded six feet 
deep with yellow mad. Acres of crops 
have been destroyed nnd hundreds of head 
of cattle. 

The township of Kwnrell occupies an 
area of about five kilometers in the vnt- 
ley of Tshiw, lu the Caucasus.

Disasters of the 
kind occurring nt Kwnrell. nre so common 
the people hnve learned to disregard them, 
but It is compiirntlvcly seldom thnt towns 
ere destroyed, much of this region being 
sparsely inhabited.

How a Krumd Cures Alfalfa. 

An interesting method of curing al- 
falfa hay is that used by Hon, J. W. 
Berry of Jewell, Kan. According to" 
Pro, Ten Eyck of tbe Kansas Agricul- 
tural college, Mr. Berrys' plan is to 
cut alfalfa as soon as the dew la off 
In the morning, rake It green and haul 
It In tbo same day that It is cut, the 
only precaution being that there be no 
moisture on tho hay* other than that 
contained In tie green Btems and leaves. 
He stores tho hay In large comcrlbs, 
the bottoms of which are elevated- sev- 
eral feet above tlio ground with more 
or less open spaces, und the sides of 
tho crib are also open. The cribs are 
large enough to store n single cutting 
of alfalfa from eleven acres of ground 
niid ouly cover tbo bottom of the cribs 
to a depth of 4 or 5 feet " The hay Is 
spread over the whole crib bottom la 
nn oven layer and not tramped, but left 
light and loose as It Is thrown in, Tbe 
second cutting of alfalfa Is placed 
above tlio first, nnd tho third above the 
second, until the crib Is full to tbo top.

The 
bay stored and cured In this way has 
bo:-n greener In color and of better 
quality than alfalfa put up by the usu- 
al methods. 

Our experiment stations have not 
given, us as much information on hay 
curing as they Bhouldi Thero nre sev- 
eral methods of haymaking and each 
Is adapted to certain conditions. The 
problem In the humid regions Is a 
knotty oue. Alfalfa bay. nns been put 
up too green in Texas, and tbo repu- 
tation of *lt has suffered accordingly. 
There is a ii excellent field for Investi- 
gation by our experiment' stations.

Two hours before 
Mr, Bryan arrived 
lip crowd began as-

street 1 for near)] 
There was a roar 
train rolled in, and 
Mr, llryiui appeared on the platform. Ills 
only verbal expression ns he looked down 
on the multitude of faces was: "Great 
Scot, what a crowd l" The crowd Includ- 
ed ronny visitors from other States. 

The police forced an alley from the 
train to the carriages In waiting, Show- 
ing no signs of fatigue, but bowing right 
nnd left, and smiling broadly, Mr, Bryan 
made his wny to tbe carriage. Seated 
with faint were Gov. Mickey, Mayor 
Brown and Jbhn R Miller, president of 
the Lincoln Commercial Club. 

Two hours before the time for the exer- 
cised at the capital grounds a crowd esti- 
mated all the way from 30,000 to ,00,000 
struggled for points of vantage around the 
speakers' stand. Mr. Bryan was escorted 
to tho staad by Gov. Mickey from bis 
private office in the state bouse, A pray- 
er by the Be v. George W. Martin, pastor 
of the Methodist church at Normal, Mr.

Simplified Spelling; lloom. 
Close on the hccln of President Roose- 
velt's official indorsement of tho reform- 
ed spelling favored by the simplified 
spelling board, it was nnncuueed that 
Rev. Dr. Walter W. Skeat, the noted 
Anglo-Saxon scholar of Cambridge, Eng- 
land, and Dr. James A. Murray, editor of 
the Oxford Engltoh dictionary, had Joined 
the ranks of spelling reform. Andrew 
Carnegie, whose money endowed the work 
of the hoard, expressed "delight, but not 
surprise" at the President's attitude and 
thought that this would settle the adop- 
tion of spelling reform by the majority 
of the English-speaking race. The spell- 
ing board haH received a great mass of 
inquiries for lists and primers of the new 
spelling rules. Nevertheless the press of 
England and largely of this country has 
ridiculed unmercifully the President's ac- 
tion. President Eliot of Harvard said the 
new style did not appeal' to him and he 
thought It would be a long time before It 
would become popular, John Wnnamaker 
has adopted the new spelling for his ad- 
vertising and likewise S. I'laut & Co, of 
Newark and the editors of a number of 
trade papers. Pro!, Matthews calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the board does not 
attempt such radical changes as newspa- 
per articles would imply, as they have 
gone no runner than the 300 words listed. 
Also to the fact that Editors Smith of 
the Century Dictionary, Editor Funk of 
the Standard and the editor of Webster's 
are all members of the simplified spelling 
board. 

Ininrnnea Itnlca Cot Off. 
The first decision rendered by ex-Prenl- 
dent Grover Cleveland as referee for the 
big three life Insurance companies will 
prevent English policy holders from con- 
tinuing to get a reduction on account of 
the income tnx law, and will result in a 
big saving to the companies. According 
to tho English law, those who were sub- 
ject to the payment of an Income tax are 
allowed to deduct the amount paid for 
them for life insurance premiums on Eng- 
lls-h policies, but not on American policies. 
Consequently, the American companies 
have been In tho habit of absorbing this 
tax by granting a rebate. Mr'. Cleveland 
holds that this can no longer be done un- 
der the new rebate law. One effect will 
be to curtail the amount of foreign busi- 
ness.

As n result 
nf tin* general iin tighter It Is estimated 
thnt fully -ix) Jews have heeu killed 
and 1,000 wounded. There are :t,000 
prlf oners In custody, a great many of 
whom are wounded. 

Monday morning a squad of soldiers 
were parading through the streets sell- 
ing pillaged watches and Jewelry. The 
army officers openly countenanced the 
selling of loot. The local governor, 
Englke, took no steps to prevent the 
outrage; 

Six buildings In the big huznnr of 
the city were set on fire, adding an- 
other terror to the killing and plunder- 
ing. Hundreds of Jews assembled at 
the railroad station awaiting means of 
getting out or town, but Sledlce Is sur- 
rounded* by troops, who do not permit 
exit or entrance. Field guns occupy 
points of vantage on tbe principal 
streets. 

There Fccms nn doubt thnt the terror- 
ist* are responsible for provoking the 
massiicrc by their fuslllndes from 
roofs und windows on Saturday ngalnst 
soldiers ami policemen patrolling the 
street*. Troops surrounded the houses 
from which this firing cutue and poured 
in volleys through windows nnd doors. 
This was followed by a search of the 
premises, which soon developed into 
wholesale pi under lug nnd subsequent ly 
Into n massacre and slaughter. 

The trouble began on Plenka street 
nnd spread rapidly to a large portion 
of the town. Almost all the Jewish 
f-hops hnve been looted. Owners who 
defended their property were killed or 
wounded. Any person seen leaving a 
house or looking out of a window was 
shot without mercy.
